$400,000  of  the  Wal-Mart  grant;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  award  does  not  require  an  Annual  Salary  Ordinance 
amendment;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  waives  inclusion  of  indirect  costs  in 
the  grant  budget;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  OEWD  is  authorized  to  accept  and  expend  the  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $400,000  from  Wal-Mart  over  a  one-year  period  beginning  in  FY  2009-2010.

[Candlestick  Point-Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Phase  II  Development  Project  -  Involvement  of 
Ohione  and  other  Native  American  Peoples] 

Resolution  urging  the  City  Planning  Department  and  Redevelopment  Agency  to 
establish  specific  protocols  for  ongoing  collaboration  with  representatives  of  the 
Ohione  Peoples  and  other  Native  American  groups  for  the  redevelopment  of 
Candlestick  Point  and  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard. 

WHEREAS,  It  is  known  that  humans  have  been  present  in  the  urban  area  now  known 
as  San  Francisco  for  at  least  6,000  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  currently  around  fifty  documented  prehistoric  sites  in  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  2,000  years  ago,  representatives  of  the  Costanoan,  or 
Ohione,  peoples  began  to  settle  in  the  Bay  Area  and  ultimately  reached  the  northern  end  of 
the  San  Francisco  peninsula;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Candlestick  Point-Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Phase  II  Development 
Project  ("Project")  site  lies  within  the  traditional  territory  of  the  indigenous  Ohione  people,  and 
specifically  that  of  the  Yelamu  tribe;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Prehistoric  shellmound  sites  may  be  located  within  or  near  the  project  site; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  archeological  deposits  found  in  San  Francisco  were  located  deep 
below  the  modern  surface;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  shoreline  in  the  area  of  Candlestick  Point  and  the  Hunters  Point 
Shipyard  have  been  changed  dramatically  with  many  years  of  development;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Despite  these  significant  modifications  to  the  area's  landscape,  it  is 
possible  that  an  undiscovered  prehistoric  site  could  be  encountered  during  Project-related 
construction  activities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Plans  exist  for  the  restoration  of  Yosemite  Slough,  which  could  reestablish 
natural  habitat  similar  to  that  which  existed  at  the  time  of  Ohlone  settlement  in  the  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  acknowledges  the  important  part  the  Ohlone 
Peoples  have  had  in  local  history,  including  the  area  of  this  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Area  Plan,  part  of  the  General  Plan  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  states  a  goal  of  conserving  the  archaeological  and  cultural 
heritage  of  Bayview's  indigenous  populations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Candlestick  Point  Subarea  Plan  and  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Area 
Plan,  part  of  the  City's  General  Plan,  establish  as  City  policy  the  need  to  "assure  appropriate 
treatment  of  archeological  resources  and  resources  important  to  native  populations  as  unique, 
irreplaceable  records  of  the  past  and  of  ongoing  cultural  significance"  while  developing  the 
area.  These  documents  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
100574;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Area  and  Subarea  Plans  also  discuss  the  desire  to  celebrate  the  rich 
and  layered  history  of  Bayview  Hunters  Point,  including  that  of  indigenous  populations, 
throughout  the  development  of  the  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  July  27,  2010  by  Resolution  No,  347-10 
adopted  findings  in  accordance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA), 
including  the  adoption  of  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  and  a  statement  of 
overriding  considerations  in  connection  with  the  Project,  which  resolution  is  on  file  wWh  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  100572. 
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WHEREAS,  the  Project  provides  for  the  City  and  Project  Sponsor  to  follow  specific 
protocols  related  to  construction-related  activities  that  may  disturb  archaeological  resources  at 
the  project  site.  These  protocols  include  the  retention  of  an  archaeological  consultant,  who 
will  undertake  an  Archaeological  Testing  Program,  and  if  necessary,  an  Archaeological 
Monitoring  or  Data  Recovery  Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Federal  and  State  Laws  dictate  that  if  human  remains  or  funerary  objects 
are  discovered  during  site  work,  the  Coroner  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  be 
notified,  and  if  the  human  remains  are  determined  to  be  Native  American,  that  the  California 
State  native  American  Heritage  Commission  (NAHC)  be  notified;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  currently  does  not  have  a  center  dedicated  to  the  culture 
and  history  of  Native  Americans.  Such  a  center  could  house  resources  including  a 
genealogical  reference  library,  archive  for  artifacts,  opportunities  for  visual  and  performing 
arts,  and  space  for  conferences;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  supports  the  provision  of  additional 
programming  around  Native  American  arts  and  culture,  and  has  participated  in  a  feasibility 
study  that  examined  opportunities  for  developing  new  facilities  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  will  provide  a  number  of  opportunities  with  which  to  express 
local  history  and  culture,  including  the  establishment  of  an  expansive  arts  district  and  the 
dedication  of  several  sites  for  community  facilities  and  uses;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  expresses  its  desire  to  celebrate  the 
presence  and  history  of  indigenous  peoples  throughout  the  implementation  of  this  project, 
which  could  provide  an  opportunity  to  support  the  burgeoning  renaissance  of  Ohione  culture 
in  modern-day  San  Francisco;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  urges  the  Planning  Department  and 
Redevelopment  Agency  to  foster  an  ongoing  and  rigorous  public  participation  process 
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throughout  the  implementation  of  this  Project  -  one  that  includes  representatives  of  the 
Ohione  peoples  and  other  Native  American  groups,  in  addition  to  the  broad  diversity  of 
community  members  who  contributed  to  the  development  of  the  project's  plans  and  programs; 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  urges  the  Planning 
Department  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  develop  clear  protocols  to  engage  relevant 
Native  American  groups  during  the  implementation  of  the  Project  to:  (i)  ensure  compliance 
with  applicable  archeological-related  mitigation  measures;  (ii)  make  informed  decisions  about 
archeological  resources  on  the  Project  Site  at  all  stages  of  the  development;  and  (iii)  conduct 
planning  efforts  related  to  any  cultural  or  community  facilities  developed  as  part  of  the  Project; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  urges  both  the  project  sponsor  and  relevant 
City  agencies  to  follow  to  these  protocols,  and  encourages  City  staff  to  report  on  the 
adherence  to  the  protocols  as  well  as  the  nature  and  extent  of  ongoing  public  participatory 
processes,  when  seeking  Commission  design  input  or  approval  for  proposed  community 
facilities  as  part  of  this  Project.

Resolution  In  support  of  Assembly  Bill  2324  regarding  Public  Transit  Facilities,  making 
it  a  misdemeanor  for  any  person  to  knowingly  possess  specified  weapons  at  a  public 
transit  vehicle  facility. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
recognize  that  safety  on  public  transit  and  around  public  transportation  areas  is  of  paramount 
importance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  During  the  first  four  months  of  this  year,  there  were  over  100  criminal 
incidents  reported  each  month  on  Muni,  including  assault,  robbery,  and  graffiti;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  2324,  introduced  by  Assembly  Member  John  A.  Perez  {D- 
Los  Angeles),  aims  to  strengthen  security  for  individuals  who  use  buses,  trains  and  other 
public  transportation  systems;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB2324  would  create  a  new  crime  and  make  it  a  misdemeanor  for  any 
person  to  knowingly  possess  specified  weapons  at  a  public  transit  vehicle  facility  and 
prohibits  a  person  from  intentionally  engaging  in  dangerous  activities  that  can  jeopardize  the 
safety  of  transit  personnel  and  passengers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Assembly  Bill  would  also  prohibit  a  person  from  intentionally  avoiding 
screening  and  inspection  when  entering  areas  of  an  airport  or  passenger  vessel  terminal 
which  is  generally  controlled  in  a  manner  consistent  with  that  public  transit  authority's  security 
plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  several  efforts  underway  to 
improve  safety  for  public  transit  riders,  including  a  partnership  between  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  (MTA)  and  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD);  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Local  efforts  coupled  with  statewide  legislation  will  send  a  strong  message 
to  the  community  that  no  crimes  will  be  tolerated  in  our  public  transit  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB2324  is  currently  pending  a  vote  in  the  Senate  after  being  passed 
unanimously  by  the  Assembly,  Senate  Public  Safety  Committee  and  Senate  Appropriations

$1,000,000] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  to  accept  and  expend  a 
grant  from  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000 
under  the  Diesel  Emissions  Reduction  Act,  to  assist  in  the  installation  of  a  shoreside 
power  facility  for  cruise  ships  at  Pier  27. 

WHEREAS,  Shoreside  power  allows  cruise  ships  to  connect  to  a  conventional  power 
grid  while  at  berth,  thereby  alleviating  the  need  for  those  vessels  to  operate  large,  diesel 
engines  to  generate  electrical  power;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  27,  2005,  the  Port  of  San  Francisco's  Cruise  Terminal 
Environmental  Advisory  Committee  (CTEAC)  recommended  the  adoption  of  shoreside  power 
for  cruise  ships  at  any  future  cruise  terminal  development  at  the  Port;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  27,  2005,  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  endorsed 
CTEAC's  recommendation  for  shoreside  power  for  cruise  ships;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  4,  2007,  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District 
(BAAQMD)  awarded  to  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  a  Carl  Moyer  Program  grant  of  $1 ,900,000 
to  partially  fund  a  project  to  design  and  install  shoreside  power  equipment  for  cruise  ships  at 
Pier  27  {the  Project);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2007,  this  Board  authorized  the  Port  Commission  to  accept 
and  expend  the  BAAQMD  grant  funds  under  Resolution  671-07;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  14,  2010,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SF 
PUC)  and  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  entered  into  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding,  whereby 
the  SF  PUC  agreed  to  provide  $1 ,300,000  in  SF  PUC  capital  funds  to  the  Port  of  San 
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WHEREAS,  The  Port  of  San  Francisco  has  budgeted  $1 ,000,000  million  of  its  own 
funds  to  contribute  to  the  Project  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  enacted  Ordinance  125-08  on 
July  16,  2008,  which  it  modified  by  Ordinance  147-09,  on  June  30,  2009,  authorizing  the  Port 
of  San  Francisco  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  design  and  installation  of  the  Project  for  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $4,848,135,  and  for  an  additional  amount  not  to  exceed  $350,000  for 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  total  funding  from  BAAQMD,  SF  PUC,  and  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  is 
currently  $4,200,000  of  the  $5, 1 98, 1 35  contract  amount  for  Project  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  19,  2010,  the  U  S  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (US  EPA) 
awarded  a  grant  of  $1 ,000,000  to  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  under  the  Diesel  Emissions 
Reduction  Act  (DERA)  to  assist  in  further  funding  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  grant  does  not  create  any  new  positions,  and  will  not  require  an

WHEREAS,  With  the  country  now  fighting  two  wars,  and  Gay  and  Lesbian  members  of 
our  Armed  Forces  sending  their  country  honorably,  and  in  many  cases  enduring  injury  and 
death,  U.S.  policy  still  mandates  that  the  U.S.  military  exclude  members  of  the  Lesbian,  Gay,

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  Sakineh  Mohammadi  Ashtiani,  a  mother  of  two,  and  a  citizen  of 
Iran,  was  convicted  in  an  Iranian  court  of  the  crime  of  "adultery  while  being  married"  and 
sentenced  to  death  by  stoning;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  lawyer  for  Ms.  Ashtiani  reported  that  she  had  already  received  99 
lashes  in  a  separate  punishment  after  a  British  newspaper  ran  a  picture  of  an  unveiled  woman 
mistakenly  identified  as  Ms.  Ashtiani;  and 

WHEREAS,  Execution  by  stoning  in  Islam  entails  burying  people  up  to  their  chest  and 
then  pelting  them  with  stones  large  enough  to  inflict  tissue  damage  but  not  large  enough  to  kill 
instantly;  and 

"     WHEREAS,  The  person  so  executed  is  in  effect  tortured  to  death  in  a  public  display; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Article  5  of  the  Universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights,  adopted  by  the 
United  Nations  General  Assembly  on  December  10,  1948,  declares  that  "No  one  shall  be 
subjected  to  torture  or  to  cruel,  inhumane  or  degrading  treatment  or  punishment;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Torture  with  the  intention  of  death  stands  clearly  against  Article  5  of  the 
Universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Women  in  Iran  have  no  rights  to  divorce  or  custody  rights  of  children  over 
seven  years  of  age;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  woman  in  Iran  is  considered  to  have  committed  a  crime,  punishable  by 
death,  if  she  chooses  to  look  for  sexual  satisfaction  outside  of  an  unhappy  marriage;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  Nations  Human  Rights  Committee  has  made  clear  that  treating

Resolution  establishing  an  Area  Plan  Infrastructure  Finance  Committee  to  supervise  a 
consultant  study  to  develop  policy  criteria  and  recommendations  on  the  use  of 
Infrastructure  Finance  Districts  (IFDs)  in  newly  adopted  Area  Plans,  including  within 
the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Area  Plans,  determine  the  appropriate  steps  to  form  IFDs, 
and  to  supervise  the  formation  of  a  pilot  Infrastructure  Finance  District  (IFD)  in  Rincon 
Hill. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Area  Plans 
(ENAP,  Ordinance  No.  297-08)  which  rezoned  portions  of  the  largely  industrial  neighborhoods 
of  the  Mission,  Eastern  South  of  Market  Area,  Central  Waterfront,  and  Showplace  Square/ 
Potrero  Hill  to  promote  a  balanced  mix  of  residential  and  sustainable  commercial  development 
along  with  a  package  of  public  benefits  and  infrastructure  improvements;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  ENAP  Needs  Assessment  was  prepared  which  identified  specific 
demands  for  public  infrastructure  to  accommodate  projected  new  growth  and  the  ENAP 
impact  fees  were  only  projected  to  meet  up  to  50%  of  the  projected  cost  of  such  new 
infrastructure,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directed  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  (CPC)  to 
establish  a  nine-member  subcommittee  called  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Infrastructure 
Finance  Working  Group  (ENIFWG)  to  recommend  funding  strategies  for  the  ENAP 
(Resolution  No.  510-08);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  ENIFWG  produced  and  unanimously  approved  on  July  1,  2009,  a 
report  entitled  Strategies  for  Funding  the  Public  Improvements  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
Area  Plans  (the  Strategies  Report)  that  evaluated  potential  funding  alternatives  to  meet 
infrastructure  needs  in  the  ENAP,  and  which  could  be  similarly  applicable  to  other  recently 
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adopted  Area  Plans,  and  made  four  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  how  the 
City  could  move  forward;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CPC  reviewed  and  unanimously  accepted  the  Strategies  Report  and 
its  four  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  July  6,  2009,  which 
recommendations  included;  (1)  commissioning  a  consultant  study  to  inform  the  formation  of 
an  IFD  and  CFD  in  the  ENAP,  including  determining  the  potential  boundaries  of  the  IFD  and 
CFD,  appropriate  tax  rates,  appropriate  portion  of  tax  increment,  and  the  total  estimated 
bonding  capacity  under  a  variety  of  growth  scenarios;  (2)  developing  a  clear  statement  of 
policy  criteria  to  guide  the  use  of  an  IFD  in  the  ENAP  and  (3)  developing  critena  for  a  potential 
future  modified  IFD  tool;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Market  and  Octavia  Area  Plan, 
which  rezoned  existing  use  districts  to  increase  residential  density  near  transit  and  to 
encourage  the  development  of  diverse  housing  affordable  to  a  range  of  incomes  and 
commercial  and  mixed-uses  along  with  a  package  of  public  benefits  and  infrastructure 
improvements,  but  noted  that  to  fully  fund  these  improvements  other  "future  revenue  streams 
must  be  established"  in  addition  to  impact  fees;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Community  Improvements  Program  Document,  adopted  as  part  of  the 
Market  and  Octavia  Area  Plan,  specifically  referenced  tax  increment  financing  as  a  possible 
funding  source  to  address  the  anticipated  funding  gap  for  public  infrastructure  improvements, 
which  the  Planning  Department  estimates  could  represent  up  to  50%  of  the  total  cost  of

WHEREAS,  The  Market  and  Octavia  Citizen  Advisory  Committee,  by  resolution  on 
October  20,  2009,  endorsed  pursuing  a  tax  increment  financing  policy  in  the  Plan  Area;  and

WHEREAS,  Detailed  recommendations  on  the  development  of  an  Infrastructure 
finance  district,  including  boundaries,  revenue  projections,  and  related  infrastructure 
improvements  would  prepare  the  City  to  pursue  the  establishment  of  an  IFD  which  would 
support  growth  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  and  move  towards  completing  the  Eastern

WHEREAS,  A  project  sponsor  on  Rincon  Hill,  Harrison  Fremont  LLC,  has  recently

WHEREAS,  In  DIVCA  the  State  of  California  granted  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  ("CPUC")  exclusive  right  to  grant  video  franchises;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  allowed  under  DIVCA,  Comcast  Cable  Communications,  LLC 
("Comcast")  elected  to  abrogate  its  cable  franchise  with  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City");  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  January  2,  2008,  Comcast  has  been  providing  video  services  in 
San  Francisco  under  a  franchise  issued  by  the  CPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  DIVCA,  the  City  may  establish  by  ordinance  a  fee  to  be  paid  by 
state  video  franchise  holders  providing  services  in  San  Francisco  to  support  the  City's  public, 
educational  and  governmental  access  channel  facilities  ("PEG  Fee")  (Cal.  Pub.  Util.  Code,  § 
5870(n));  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  3,  2009,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  introduced  an  ordinance  that 
would  establish  a  PEG  Fee  in  the  amount  of  three  percent  (3%)  of  a  state  franchise  holder's 
gross  revenues  from  providing  state  video  services  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Comcast  informed  the  City  that  Comcast  believed  the  PEG  Fee  proposed 
in  the  ordinance  would  violate  DIVCA,  and  Comcast  expressed  its  intention  to  pursue  legal 
action  against  the  City  on  this  basis;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  Ordinance  99-09,  the  City  established  a  PEG  Fee  in  the  amount  of  one 
and  one-fifteenth  percent  (1.15%)  of  a  state  video  franchise  holder's  annual  gross  revenues

WHEREAS.  Comcast  is  v^illing  to  resolve  this  matter  by  entering  into  the  Settlement

WHEREAS,  The  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law/  of  1994,  Part  7  of 
Division  18  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600 
(the  "Law"),  authorizes  cities  to  establish  property  and  business  improvement  districts  within 
business  districts  to  promote  the  economic  revitalization  and  physical  maintenance  of  such 
business  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36603  of  the  Law  recognizes  the  authority  of  Charter  cities  to 
adopt  ordinances  providing  for  different  methods  of  levying  assessments  for  similar  or 
additional  purposes  from  those  set  forth  in  the  Law;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code

activities  and  property-related  senyices  that  specially  benefit  identified  parcels  of  real  property 
located  within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  XIIID  of  the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the 
California  Government  Code  impose  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating 
to  assessments  on  real  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  impose  additional  procedural  and  substantive 
requirements  relating  to  assessments  on  real  property  within  a  proposed  property  and 
business  improvement  district,  also  known  as  a  community  benefit  district  ("CBD");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  property-related  services,  activities 
and  improvements  to  be  funded  with  assessments  on  real  property  within  the  proposed  district 
will  confer  substantial  special  benefits  on  the  assessed  properties  over  and  above  the  general 
benefits  to  the  public  at  large  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements;  and

proposed  district  to  fund  property- re  I  a  ted  services,  activities  and  improvements  within  the 
district;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Management  Distnct  Plan  entitled  the  "Ocean  Avenue  Community 
Benefits  District  Management  District  Plan"  containing  information  about  the  proposed  district 
and  assessments  required  by  Section  36622  of  the  Law,  including  but  not  limited  to  maps 
showing  all  identified  parcels  located  in  the  district,  a  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the

the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  to  be  funded  by  the  assessments 
for  each  year  and  the  maximum  cost  thereof,  the  method  and  basis  upon  which  the 
assessments  are  calculated  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  each  property  owner  to  calculate  the 
amount  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied  against  his  or  her  property,  a  statement  that  no  bonds 
will  be  issued,  the  time  and  manner  of  collecting  the  assessments,  and  a  list  of  the  properties 
to  be  assessed  (including  assessor  parcel  numbers),  has  been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  with  an  amended  plan  submitted  September  22,  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  detailed  engineer's  report  supporting  the  assessments  within  the 
proposed  district,  prepared  by  K.  Dennis  Klingelhofer,  California  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  No.  C  50255,  dated  March  11,  2010,  entitled  "Ocean  Avenue  Community  Benefits 
District,  Engineer's  Report,"  has  been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with 
an  amended  report  submitted  September  22,  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Proposed  Boundaries  Map  has  been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  Califomia  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §31 10; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Pursuant  to  Section  36621(a)  of  the  Law  and  Article  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  form  a  property  and  business  improvement  district  to  be 
designated  as  the  "Ocean  Avenue  Community  Benefits  District"  (the  "District")  for  a  period  of 
fifteen  (15)  years,  and  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  against  all  identified  parcels  of  real 
property  in  the  District  for  a  period  of  fifteen  (1 5)  years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2010-

Section  3.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Proposed  Boundaries 
Map  showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     ^00^91         and  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The 
proposed  District  contains  approximately  148  identified  parcels  in  the  Ocean  Avenue  area. 
The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District  include  all  parcels  on  both  sides  of  the  street  unless 
otherwise  noted,  as  follows:  those  properties  that  front  Ocean  Avenue  from  Manor  Drive  on 
the  west,  running  along  Ocean  Avenue  to  Interstate  280. 
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Within  the  Ocean  Avenue  CBD,  there  are  two  separate  benefit  zones  established  In 
order  to  reflect  the  different  levels  of  service  provided: 

Zone  1  includes  properties  fronting  the  northern  side  of  Ocean  Avenue  from  Manor 
Drive  on  the  west  to  Pheian  Avenue  on  the  east.  Zone  1  also  includes  the  properties  fronting 
the  south  side  of  Ocean  Avenue  from  Victoria  Street  on  the  west  to  Geneva  Avenue  on  the 
east.  There  are  currently  145  properties  located  within  Zone  1 .  The  properties  consist  of  a 
variety  of  different  land  use  types  such  as  commercial,  non-profit,  religious,  public,  and 
residential. 

Zone  2  includes  three  properties  located  east  of  Geneva  Avenue  and  Pheian  Drive  to 
Interstate  280;  designated  as  Assessor's  Parcels  3179  -010,  6946  -061,  and  6948  -023.  The 
three  properties  in  Zone  2  include  the  portion  of  the  San  Francisco  City  College  Ocean 
Avenue  campus  and  Lick  Wilmerding  High  School  that  front  Ocean  Avenue,  and  a  City  owned 
median,  landscaped  property  located  at  the  intersection  of  Ocean  Avenue  and  Geneva 
Avenue.  Zone  2  does  not  include  any  of  the  Assessor's  Parcels  within  Assessor's  Block

The  proposed  property-related  services,  improvements  or  activities  for 
the  District  include  two  principal  programs:  a  Cleaning,  Maintenance,  and  Safety  program; 

In  addition,  there  will  be  a 
Management  and  Operations  component. 

A.       Cleaning,  Maintenance,  and  Safety  Program: 

The  Cleaning,  Maintenance,  and  Safety  Program  includes  continuous  sidewalk 
sweeping,  refuse  removal,  regularly  scheduled  steam  cleaning,  pressure  washing,  graffiti 
removal,  tree  pruning  and  watering,  tree  well  weeding  with  crushed  granite  replenishment, 
and  a  variety  of  safety  services  efforts.

Benefit  Zone  1  District  sen/ices,  improvements,  and  activities  will  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to: 
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•  Regular  sidewalk  cleaning  including  but  not  limited  to  steam  cleanings, 
sweeping,  hot  water  scrubbing  and  cleaning  of  the  Municipal  Railway  boarding 
islands  as  needed,  and  the  Phelan  Loop  Bus  Turn-Around  Pedestrian  layover 
areas. 

•  Graffiti  removal. 

•  Paint  over  major  graffiti  attacks,  approximately  6  times  per  year  (ground  or 
second  floor). 

•  Sidewalk,  gutter,  and  tree  well  sweeping  and  trash  removal  (daily). 

•  Utility  pole/box  flyer  and  mastic  tape  removal  and  graffiti  removal  as  required. 

•  Tree  well  weeding  (quarterly)  and  crushed  granite  replenishing  as  needed. 

•  Small  tree  pruning  -  approximately  20  to  36  times  per  year,  prune  for  shape  and 
for  air  circulation. 

•  Large  tree  pruning  -  approximately  6  to  12  times  per  year,  prune  for  shape  and 
air  circulation. 

•  Tree  watering,  every  3  weeks  during  the  dry  season. 

•  Tree  trunk  graffiti  removal  using  soapy  water  and  wire  brushes,  as  needed. 

•  Gardening  and  maintenance  of  Phelan  Loop  corner  landscaped  public  garden, 
including  trash  removal  (weekly). 

•  Landscape  maintenance  of  Phelan  Bus  turnaround. 

•  Corridor  safety,  to  include  way-finding,  assistance  to  visitors, 
ambassadors/guides/security  that  promote  citizen  efforts  through  assistance  in 
crime  prevention,  provide  street  population/homeless  with  social  services 
information;  and  continued  collaboration  with  SFPD  on  crime  prevention  and 
pedestrian  safety. 
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Benefit  Zone  2  services,  improvements  and  activities  will  include,  but  are  not  limited  to: 

•  Regular  sidewalk  cleanings,  at  approximately  a  50%  reduced  frequency  of 
Zone  1,  including  but  not  limited  to  steam  cleanings,  sv^eeping,  hot  water 
scrubbing  and  cleaning  of  the  Municipal  Railway  boarding  islands  as  needed, 
and  the  Phelan  Loop  Bus  Turn-Around  Pedestrian  layover  areas.

•  Large  tree  pruning  -  approximately  3  to  6  times  per  year,  prune  for  shape  and  air 
circulation. 

•  Corridor  safety,  to  include  way-finding,  assistance  to  visitors,

•  Business  retention  activities. 
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•  Newsletters,  advertisements,  brochures,  and  website. 

•  Holiday  decorations. 

•  Concerts,  street  festivals  and  other  special  events.

C.      Management  and  Operations 

The  Management  and  Operations  component  will  focus  on  community  relationships, 
involvement,  and  support.  Regular  activities  and  initiatives  that  will  support  this  task  include: 

•  A  dedicated  Ocean  Avenue  part-time  executive  director  who  will  serve  as  a  focal 
point  person  and  advocate  for  Ocean  Avenue 

•  Office  expenses  including  accounting,  rent,  utilities,  office  supplies,  insurance, 
legal,  and  other  professional  services 

•  Grant  applications  and  facilitation,  including  safety  related  efforts. 

Section  7.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  The 
establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same 
level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas 
of  the  City  during  the  duration  of  the  District.

The  amount  of  the 
annual  assessment  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  years  four  through  fifteen  (fiscal  years  201 1- 
2012  through  2024-2025)  may  be  increased  from  one  year  to  the  next  by  a  percentage  that 
does  not  exceed  either  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in 
the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  three

Resolution  recognizing  September  22,  2010,  as  "Please  Don't  Jump"  Day  and  urging 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  Highway,  and  Transportation  District  staff  and  Board  of 
Directors  to  continue  its  efforts  to  expeditiously  construct  a  suicide  barrier  on  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

WHEREAS,  85,000  Californians  make  suicide  attempts  each  year,  and  nine 
Californians  die  each  day  from  suicide,  and  30  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  residents  jump  off  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  each  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  More  than  1,300  people  have  jumped  to  their  deaths  since  the  bridge 
opened  in  1937;  and 

WHEREAS,  When  people  die  by  suicide  at  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  it  takes  an 
enormous  toll  on  surviving  families,  friends  and  the  community,  including  rescue  workers, 
hospital  staff,  coroners  and  police  officers;  and

Resolution  opposing  Proposition  23,  an  initiative  constitutional  amendment 
suspending  the  California  Global  Warming  Solutions  Act  of  2006,  until  California's 
unemployment  rate  drops  to  5.5  percent  or  less  for  four  consecutive  quarters. 

WHEREAS,  The  Intergovernmental  Panel  on  Climate  Change  found  that  most  of  the 
observed  increase  in  global  average  temperatures  since  the  mid-20th  century  is  very  likely 
due  to  the  observed  increase  in  anthropogenic  greenhouse  gas  concentrations;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  increase  in  global  average  temperatures  has  had  a  discernible 
influence  on  many  physical  and  biological  systems  worldwide  and  adaptation  is  necessary  to 
address  the  impacts  resulting  from  warming;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  the  looming  global  impacts  from  climate  change.  Assembly 
Bill  32,  the  historic  California  Global  Warming  Solutions  Act  of  2006,  was  enacted  directing 
the  California  Air  Resources  Board  to  adopt  regulations  to  require  the  reporting,  verification, 
and  reduction  of  statewide  greenhouse  gas  emissions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  passage  of  Assembly  Bill  32  in  2006,  California  cleantech 
companies  have  attracted  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  in  venture  capital  investment  making 
those  companies  an  indispensable  part  of  California's  economy,  a  key  source  of  job  creation, 
and  have  set  California  apart  as  a  global  leader  in  cleantech  innovation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  2005,  California  green  jobs  have  grown  ten  times  faster  than  the 
statewide  average;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  new  report  from  the  California  Employment  Development 
Department,  500,000  employees  work  in  clean  technology  or  green  jobs  in  California;  and 
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WHEREAS,  California's  Clean  technology  sector  received  $2.1  billion  in  investment 
capital  in  2009,  which  is  more  than  five  times  the  investment  in  California's  nearest 
competitor,  Massachusetts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  23  on  the  November  2,  2010  ballot  would  suspend  the 
operation  and  implementation  of  Assembly  Bill  32  until  such  a  time  as  the  unemployment  rate 
in  California  is  5.5  percent  or  less  for  four  consecutive  calendar  quarters;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  non-partisan  State  Legislative  Analyst  has  found  that  "since  1970,  the 
state  has  had  three  periods  (each  about  ten  quarters  long)  when  the  unemployment  rate  was 
at  or  below  5.5  percent  for  four  consecutive  quarters  or  more";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  unemployment  rate  in  California  for  the  first  two  quarters  of  201 0  was 
above  12  percent  and  current  five-year  economic  forecasts  estimate  the  state's 
unemployment  rate  will  remain  above  8  percent  and,  therefore.  Proposition  23  would  likely 
suspend  AB  32  for  many  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  23,  by  suspending  Assembly  Bill  32,  would  allow  harmful 
greenhouse  gas  emissions  to  continue  unabated,  leading  to  increased  global  temperatures, 
reduction  in  snowpack,  extreme  weather  events,  wildfires,  and  dangerous  air  pollution;  and 

WHEREAS.  Proposition  23  would  lead  to  greater  use  of  fossil  fuels  resulting  in 
increased  risk  of  environmentally  harmful  accidents  like  the  Deepwater  Horizon  Oil  Spill, 
increased  fossil  fuel  extraction  from  protected  lands,  and  a  reduction  in  renewable  energy 
generation;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  reducing  the  demand  for  clean  energy  businesses,  Proposition  23 
would  undermine  California's  leadership  in  the  clean  energy  and  cleantech  industry

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WHEREAS,  Finding  A1  states:  "San  Francisco's  Defined  Benefit  Plan  retirement 
benefits  are  financially  unsustainable  without  significant  cutbacks  in  jobs  and  city  services."; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  A1  states:  "The  San  Francisco  City  Charter  should  be 
amended,  as  follows:  For  new  employees,  the  pension  multiplier  should  be  set  at  a  level  to 
provide  fiscally  sound  future  pensions  -  fair  to  employees  and  taxpayers  alike.  For  new 
Miscellaneous  employees,  the  retirement  age  to  receive  full  benefits  should  be  comparable  to 
that  of  Social  Security  and/or  private  sector  recipients,  and  be  fair  to  employees  and 
taxpayers  alike.  The  Jury  recommends  that  City  officials  consider  a  hybrid  retirement  plan  with 
components  of  both  Defined  Benefit  and  Defined  Contribution,  401(k)-type,  in  the  next 
negotiated  contract  in  2012  No  cost-of-living  or  other  increase  should  be  awarded  to  retirees 
unless  the  pension  fund  is  found  through  a  multi-year  analysis  to  be  actuarially  sound  and 
fully  funded.  SFERS  and  actuaries  for  the  City  should  research  other  public  and  private  sector 
data  to  determine  fair  pension  benefits  and  the  results  should  be  reported  at  SFERS  board 
meetings  and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  lead  to  a  sustainable  plan.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  A2  states:  'For  current  employees  and  retirees,  pension  benefits 
are  guaranteed  by  City  Charter  and  protected  by  Federal  and  State  constitutional  provisions 
prohibiting  impairment  of  contract.":  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  B1  states:  "The  City's  pension  and  health  benefit  costs  are 
expected  to  increase  from  approximately  $400  million  for  the  current  fiscal  year  to  nearly  $1 
billion  in  five  years,  a  billion-dollar  bubble  that  the  City  cannot  realistically  afford.  Current 
pension  rules  are  producing  an  ever-increasing  employer  contribution  rate,  from  0%  in  2004, 
to  9.49%  in  2010  and  to  30%  by  2015.  This  will  impact  the  General  Fund,  and  could  make  it 
very  difficult  for  the  City  to  sustain  funding  for  police  and  fire,  public  health,  human  services, 
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cultural  and  artistic  programs.  It  will  disproportionately  affect  the  poor  and  the  needy,  and  tax 
the  middle  class.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  B1  states:  "The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
should  prepare  a  plan  within  the  next  year  to  fund  the  projected  $1  billion  in  pension  costs."; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  82  states:  "The  Department  of  Human  Resources  and  SEIU  Local 
1021  entered  into  an  agreement  that  Miscellaneous  employees  would  pay  their  own  7.5% 
contribution,  and,  in  return,  the  base  wages  were  increased  by  6%,  effective  July  1,  2010. 
There  was  no  actuarial  valuation  to  estimate  the  resulting  pension  liability  for  the  City.  This 
agreement  resulted  in  a  substantial  increase  in  pension  obligations  for  the  City  without  voter 
approval.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  B2  states:  "The  Department  of  Human  Resources 
(DHR)  should  not  enter  into  agreements  with  the  employee  unions  which  increase  the  City's 
future  pension  obligations  without  voter  approval.  DHR  should  engage  the  City's  professional 
Actuary  to  investigate  any  increase  in  pensionable  compensation.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  B3  states:  "2,384  retirees  receive  pensions  greater  than  $75,000  "; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  B3  states:  "DHR  should  compare  the  retirement  benefits 
in  other  California  cities  to  determine  whether  the  pension  benefits  are  excessive.  The  results 
should  be  reported  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  C1  states:  "Proposition  H,  passed  by  voters  in  2002,  requires  that 
if  the  City's  contribution  rate  to  the  pension  fund  exceeds  0%,  then  the  City  and  the  Safety 
employee  unions  must  "meet  and  confer"  to  implement  a  "cost-sharing"  arrangement  to 
reduce  the  cost  impact  of  the  employer's  contributions  on  the  City's  General  Fund.  The  City's 
contribution  rate  has  exceeded  0%  for  fiscal  2004-05  to  the  present.  The  City  and  County  of

July  1,  2009,  was  approximately  $276  million,  amortized  over  thirteen  years  to  about  $26 
million  annually.  ";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  C2  states:  "The  City  and  Safety  employees  should 
establish  an  arrangement  to  share  the  annual  $26  million  cost  as  required  by  the  City 
Charter.";  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Finding  D1  states:  "The  soon-to-be  retired  have  been  able  to  increase  final 
pensionable  compensation  to  inflate  retirement  benefits.  The  Jury  found  instances  of  nursing 
supervisors  being  allowed  to  have  two  concurrent  jobs  and  earn  pensions  on  both,  sometimes 
referred  to  as  pension-pyramiding. ";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  D1  states:  "San  Francisco  should  take  steps  to  curb 
abuses  from  pension  spiking  by  limiting  the  final  pensionable  income  an  employee  can  claim 
at  retirement  and  from  pension-pyramiding.  The  Jury  suggests  the  following: 

•  Use  a  three-year  average  to  determine  pensionable  income,  similar  to  Federal  rules. 

•  Limit  final  pensionable  compensation  to  120%  of  the  rank  pay  rate  as  determined  by 
Civil  Service  job  classification. 

•  The  Controller  should  perform  an  independent  review  of  pensions  to  determine 
whether  the  practice  of  pension  spiking  is  ongoing. 

•  Disallow  employees  from  drawing  pensions  from  two  simultaneous  City  jobs. 

•  Pensionable  compensation  should  not  include  pay  for  two  separate  pay  types,  known 
as  pension-pyramiding.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  E1  states:  "For  current  employees  and  retirees,  health  benefits  are 
"vested"  after  10  years.  Unlike  pensions,  health  benefits  for  most  City  workers  are  not  pre- 
funded,  but  are  paid  directly  out  of  the  City's  General  Fund.  In  2001,  the  City  expended  $17 
million  on  retiree  health  care.  By  2007,  that  amount  had  grown  to  $130  million  and  continues 
to  rise.  Mercer  Consulting  reported  on  June  30,  2008,  that  the  City's  unfunded  liability  for 
retiree  health  benefits  was  $4  billion.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  El  states:  "Department  of  Human  Resources  and 
collective  bargaining  units  should  meet  and  confer  to  determine  a  cost-sharing  arrangement  to 
pre-fund  the  $4  billion  unfunded  liability  for  retiree  health  care  obligations.";  and,

Resolution  supporting  existing  area  plan  housing  requirements. 

WHEREAS,  A  critical  need  continues  to  exist  in  San  Francisco  to  produce  additional 
liousing  units  across  all  income  spectrums;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  tine  period  of  January  2007  to  June  2014,  the  Association  of  Bay  Area 
Governments  (ABAG)  has  projected  a  need  to  produce  an  additional  31,190  housing  units  in 
San  Francisco,  which  is  12,000  more  units  than  San  Francisco  was  able  to  produce  during  the 
previous  7-year  period;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  adopts  these  regional  goals  in  its  General  Plan's  Housing 
Element  along  with  various  policies  aimed  at  meeting  these  critical  housing  goals,  and  it  is 
current  General  Plan  policy  to  meet  these  goals,  generally  by  fostering  balanced  development 
of  housing,  especially  affordable  housing  in  mixed  use  districts  near  downtown;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  create  these 
mixed  use  districts  featuring  affordable  housing  in  neighborhoods  close  to  downtown  by

Resolution  urging  all  relevant  City  agencies  to  uphold  and  strengthen  current  medical 
cannabis  laws,  and  regulatory  procedures  that  ensures  quality  care  of  patients, 
protects  residents,  and  provides  a  true  benefit  to  the  community,  and  discourages 
business  practices  that  threaten  local  permitted  medical  cannabis  dispensary 
operators, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area  are  the  birthplace  of  compassionate  use 
and  have  fought  hard  to  develop  a  system  that  cares  for  patients,  protects  residents  and 
provides  a  true  benefit  to  the  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2005,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Article  33  of  the 
SF  Health  Code  which  established  regulatory  procedures  for  patient  collectives  and 
cooperatives  to  obtain  operating  permits  from  the  Health  Department;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  process  for  becoming  a  new  dispensing  collective  operator  in  San 
Francisco  involves  review  and  oversight  by  the  City's  Planning,  Building  Inspection,  Public 
Works,  and  Health,  Fire  and  Police  Departments  along  with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
Board  of  Appeals  and  the  Mayor's  Office  on  Disability;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Every  licensed  dispensing  collective  operator  in  San  Francisco  has  been 
vetted  by  various  City  agencies  to  ensure  that  they  will  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Health  and  Planning  Codes,  and  operators  submit  themselves  to  hearings  before  the  Planning 
Commission  and  Health  Department  to  allow  the  City  and  residents  to  judge  whether  each 
operator  will  maintain  the  level  of  excellence  and  patient  service  expected  in  San  Francisco; 
and, 
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cities  turned  a  blind  eye  to  the  issue,  leading  to  a  proliferation  of  problems  in  places  like  Los 
Angeles;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Cities  like  Los  Angeles  that  have  become  overrun  v\/ith  unregulated 
dispensaries  are  now  rushing  to  close  them  in  an  effort  led  by  LA  District  Attorney  Steve 
Cooley  (also  a  candidate  for  Attorney  General)  who,  according  to  a  Nov,  18,  2009  article  in 
the  Los  Angeles  Times,  believes  that  "dispensaries  are  breaking  the  law  by  accepting  money 
in  exchange  for  marijuana  and  promised  to  step  up  felony  prosecutions";  and, 

WHEREAS,  DA  Cooley's  war  on  dispensaries  in  Los  Angeles  is  creating  a  rush  by  that 
City's  dispensary  owners  who  are  looking  North  to  purchase  buildings  occupied  by  San 
Francisco  collective  or  cooperative  operators  and  force  them  out;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  6,  2009,  San  Francisco's  Zoning  Administrator  issued  a  letter  of 
determination  for  1933  Mission  Street  declaring  that  a  '"change  in  ownership'  [of  a  medical 
cannabis  dispensary]  will  not  trigger  further  review  from  the  Planning  Department  or  public 
hearings  before  the  Planning  Commission,"  though  change  in  ownership  applications  must 
still  be  reviewed  by  the  Health  Department;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2007,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No. 
623-07  (File  #07-1505),  urging  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  to  implement  compassionate 
care  programs  to  serve  low  and  no-income  patients,  cementing  the  City's  reputation  as  a 
leader  for  providing  care  programs  to  relieve  the  suffering  of  qualified,  income-challenged 
patients  and;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Medical  Cannabis  Act  of  2005  was  intended  to  protect  patients  and

Resolution  responding  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  on  the  findings 
and  recommendations  contained  in  the  2009-2010  Civil  Grand  Jury  Report  entitled 
"Sharing  the  Roadway:  From  Confrontation  to  Conversation"  and  urging  the  Mayor  to 
cause  the  implementation  of  accepted  findings  and  recommendations  through  his/her 
department  heads  and  through  the  development  of  the  annual  budget. 

WHEREAS,  Under  California  Penal  Code  Section  933  et  seq.,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  respond,  v\/ithin  90  days  of  receipt,  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  on  the  findings  and  recommendations  contained  in  Civil  Grand  Jury  Reports;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  Penal  Code  Section  933.05(c),  if  a  finding  or 
recommendation  of  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  addresses  budgetary  or  personnel  matters  of  a 
county  agency  or  a  department  headed  by  an  elected  officer,  the  agency  or  department  head 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  respond  if  requested  by  the  Civil  Grand  Jury,  but  the 
response  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  address  only  budgetary  or  personnel  matters  over 
which  it  has  some  decision  making  authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  2009-2010  Civil  Grand  Jury  Report  entitled  "Sharing  the  Roadway: 
From  Confrontation  to  Conversation"  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  100466,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully 
herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Civil  Grand  Jury  has  requested  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respond 
to  Finding  Nos.  1,  2a,  2b,  2c,  2d,  3a,  3b,  3c,  3d,  3e,  3f,  3g,  and  4,  as  well  as  Recommendation 
Nos.  1,  2a,  2b,  2c,  2d,  3a,  3b,  3c,  3d,  3f,  3g,  and  4,  contained  in  the  subject  Civil  Grand  Jury 
report;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  1  states;  "Issues  of  conflict,  anger,  mistrust,  and 
misunderstanding  exist  among  motorists,  cyclists,  and  the  police.  Studies  and  reports  of 
attitudes  indicate  motorists  and  cyclists  both  exhibit  negative  attitudes,  hostility,  and  lack  of 
understanding  of  each  other's  concerns;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  2a  states:  "Availability  of  safe  cycling  educational  materials  in 
many  formats  is  extensive,  yet  there  is  no  systematic  distribution  to  non-cyclists,  motorists, 
and  police;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  2b  states;  'Police  training  materials  are  out-of-date  and  not 
relevant.  The  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan's  goals,  objectives,  and  actions  do  not  include  the 
police.  The  California  Commission  on  Peace  Officer  Standards  and  Training  is  a  center  for 
information  on  training  materials;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  2c  states;  "Cyclists  may  not  be  av\/are  of  the  advantages  of 
having  liability  insurance.  Homeowners'  insurance  covers  those  cyclists  who  own  a  home; 
renters'  insurance  (property  and  liability)  provides  coverage  if  one  does  not  have 
homeowner's  insurance;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  2d  states;  "Police  involvement  is  critical  to  the  success  of  the 
Plan,  yet  their  involvement  has  been  minimal;  the  authors  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan 
only  included  one  officer  (a  member  of  the  Technical  Advisory  Committee)  among  a  group  of 
119  individuals  listed  under  acknowledgements.  Pedestrians,  public  transit  riders,  and 
motorists  were  not  represented;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3a  states;  "Traffic  enforcement  of  the  Traffic  Code  and 
California  Vehicle  Code  is  often  lax.  The  bicycle  community,  for  the  most  part,  desires 
effective  and  consistent  police  enforcement.  A  campaign  to  publicize  increased  enforcement 
could  help  make  the  city  streets  safer  for  all  street  users,  including  bicyclists,  pedestrians,  and 
motorists.  Equal  enforcement  of  the  law  will  help  improve  trust  and  general  relations  between 
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people  using  different  types  of  transportation.  Publicizing  should  also  emphasize  that 
increased  enforcement  of  bicycle  and  motorist  laws  related  to  bicycling  is  being 
complemented  by  (and  is  important  for  supporting)  the  city's  efforts  to  provide  better  bicycle 
facilities  and  a  more  connected  bicycle  network  through-out  San  Francisco;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3b  states:  "The  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan  calls  for  increasing 
San  Francisco  Police  Department  enforcement  of  motorist  and  bicyclist  traffic  violations  that 
pose  the  greatest  threat  to  safety,  and  for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  to 
provide  bicycle  safety  education  to  SFPD  staff  and  to  those  cited  for  moving  violations  that 
focuses  on  safe  cycling,  relevant  traffic  laws  and  safe  sharing  of  the  road.  The  Plan 
recommends  that  SFPD  does  the  following:  place  a  high  priority  on  violations  that  most 
frequently  cause  injuries  and  fatalities;  develop  a  "fix-it"  ticket  program  for  equipment 
violations;  share  data  with  SFMTA;  and  develop  and  implement  a  bicycle  traffic  school.  The 
police  are  requested  or  will  be  directed  to  implement  these  programs,  yet  they  appear  to  be 
the  only  group  not  included  in  the  development  of  the  Plan's  Enforcement  recommendations. 
Not  all  moving  violation  citations  get  into  the  computer.  Some  tickets  are  dismissed  due  to 
technicalities  (e.g.,  no  "bicycle"  box  on  the  ticket);"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3c  states:  "Neither  motorists  nor  cyclists  receive  many  moving 
violation  citations.  Enforcement  of  the  Traffic  Code  and  California  Vehicle  Code  is  weak. 
Motorists  receive  99:1  of  the  moving  violation-citations.  Police  officers  on  average  ticket  a 
bicyclist  once  a  year  and  ticket  a  motorist  every  third  day;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3d  states:  "Bicycling  to  work  is  at  2.9%,  an  increase  of  0.2 
over  the  prior  year.  The  increase  in  violations  (2008  to  2009)  for  riding  on  the  sidewalk  (7.6%) 
and  riding  the  wrong-way  (2.1%)  may  be  due  to,  in  part,  two  variables:  1)  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  cyclists;  and/or  2)  failure  to  enforce  the  Traffic  Code  or  California  Vehicles  Code, 
which  in  turn,  may  give  tacit  approval  to  violate  the  codes;"  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Finding  No  3e  states:  "San  Francisco  does  not  require  licensing  bicycles 
or  cyclists.  Administering  the  program  would  be  expensive  and  enforcement  would  be 
challenging.  The  usual  reasons  to  support  licensing  are;  theft  prevention,  accident  victim 
identification,  and  funds  for  bicycle  programs;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3f  states:  "There  is  no  Bicycle  Traffic  School/Court  or  "fix-it" 
ticket  option  for  cyclists.  A  Bicycle  Traffic  Court/School  and  a  "fix-it"  ticket  program  would 
provide  an  opportunity  for  bicycle  education,  which  will  increase  safety  for  all;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3g  states:  "Because  of  the  frequent  complaints  made  about 
police  by  cyclists,  the  police  are  reluctant  to  cite  cyclists.  Members  of  the  police  department 
have  shared  their  frustration  regarding  the  mixed  messages  they  receive  regarding  ticket 
enforcement  and  the  lack  of  support  they  receive  from  the  community  Police  officers 
comment  that  they  "enforce  the  spirit  of  the  law,  not  the  letter  of  the  lav^."  The  determining 
factor  in  citing  a  motorist/bicycles  is  the  severity  or  impact  of  the  consequences  of  the 
infraction.  The  police  cite  the  power  of  the  bicycle  community,  and  the  power  they  are 
perceived  to  wield;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  4  states:  "The  bicycle  community  views  itself  as  engaging  in  a 
low-impact  activity,  that  cycling  should  be  encouraged,  and  that  any  further  financial 
contribution  would  act  as  a  deterrent  and  that  cyclists  pay  their  fair  share  through  state  and 
local  sales  taxes.  Most  of  the  non-cycling  community  believe  that  cyclists  do  not  pay  a  fair 
share.  While  it  is  difficult  to  provide  exact  numbers  to  support  or  deny  this  claim,  it  is  found 
that  some  fees  associated  with  cycling  be  considered.  It  would  seem  that  some  contribution, 
even  a  nominal  amount,  would  do  something  to  reduce  the  tension  regarding  this  strongly 
held  belief  by  non-cyclists.  The  primary  objective  of  the  Transit  First  Policy  (TFP)  is  the  safe 
and  efficient  movement  of  people  and  goods.  While  public  transportation,  taxis,  and  vanpools 
are  viewed  as  an  economically  and  environmentally  sound  alternative  to  the  transportation  by 
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individual  automobiles,  the  TFP  does  not  require  one  mode  of  transportation  (e.g.,  automobile 
or  transit)  to  financially  support  all  costs  associated  with  road  usage.  San  Francisco  should 
be  careful  not  to  pit  one  group  against  another.  The  TFP  does  not  preclude  bicyclists  from 
contributing  to  the  cost  of  sharing  the  roadway.  A  nominal  fee  raised  through  "negative 
registration"  to  encourage  safety  would  most  likely  not  be  a  deterrent  to  cycling.  The  data 
collected  should  contribute  to  the  Chief  of  Police's  goal  of  relevant  community  safety  and  law 
enforcement  statistics.  There  is  potential  for  perceived  equity.  A  database  is  established,  fees 
are  generated,  and  equity  is  addressed;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  1  states:  "Conflict,  anger,  mistrust  and 
misunderstanding  among  motorists,  cyclists,  police,  transit  riders,  and  pedestrians  have 
frustrated  the  successful  implementation  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan.  The  Plan  should 
be  amended  to  address  the  different  and  sometimes  hostile  attitudes  and  perceptions.  San 
Francisco  should  create  innovative  strategies  so  that  residents  can  more  fairly  and  safely 
share  the  roadways  of  the  City.  Amending  the  Plan  should  be  a  priority  and  be  completed  by 
January  1 ,  201 1 .  The  SFCGJ  recommends  that  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee,  with  active 
input  and  cooperation  from  the  SFMTA  and  the  SFPD,  amend  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan 
(the  Plan)  to  include  the  recommendations  set  forth  in  this  report.  The  amended  Plan  should 
be  presented  to  the  Mayor  and  BOS  for  adoption  by  January  1 ,  201 1 .  The  SFCGJ 
recommends  that  the  BAC,  SFMTA,  and  the  SFPD  meet  annually;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  2a  states:  "The  Plan  should  be  amended  to  include 
a  comprehensive  program  to  distribute,  to  the  public  as  well  as  cyclists,  the  extensive 
available  safe  cycling  educational  materials;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  2b  states:  "By  January  1,  2011,  Police  should 
update  training  materials  related  to  bicycles  in  a  joint  effort  with  the  bicycle  community  and  the 
California  Commission  on  Peace  Officer  Standards  and  Training  (POST).  Updated  materials 
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should  include  CVC  and  TC  enforcement  in  alignment  with  the  current  SFMTA  Bike  Guide. 
By  January  1 ,  201 1 ,  the  SFPD  should  have  a  plan  to  distribute  these  materials  and  train 
officers;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  2c  states:  "The  Bicycle  Plan  should  be  amended  by 
January  1,  2011  to  include  the  importance  and  availability  of  property,  liability,  and  health 
insurance  for  cyclists;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No  2d  states:  "The  Plan  should  include  the  Police 
Department,  pedestrians,  public  transit  riders  and  motorists  in  any  further  discussion  or 
revision.  Representation  should  include  at  a  minimum  the  Police  Chief  or  his  designee,  and 
at  least  two  officers  familiar  with  cycling  issues  on  appropriate  committees;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  3a  states:  "The  Plan  should  insist  that  all  users  of 
the  roadways  comply  with  the  current  traffic  laws.  The  Plan  should  consider  a  self- 
enforcement  campaign  along  with  the  current  co-exist  campaign.  Motorists  and  cyclists  need 
to  step-up  to  the  plate  to  begin  self-enforcement.  The  Plan  should  encourage  and  educate  all 
users  to  act  responsibly;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  Nos.  3b,  3c,  and  3d  state:  "Police  should  enforce  the 
Traffic  Code  and  California  Vehicle  Code  Starting  September  2010,  the  police  should  have  a 
goal  of  entering  all  bicycle  citations  into  the  database.  By  January  1 ,  201 1 ,  San  Francisco 
moving  violation  tickets  should  include  a  box  for  "bicycle."  By  January  1,2011,  COMSTAT 
should  include  a  section  for  bicycle  related  data:"  and. 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  3f  states:  "By  January  1 ,  201 1 ,  the  Traffic  Court 
should  establish  a  Bicycle  Court  Traffic  School  option,  as  a  tool  for  education,  patterned  on 
Traffic  Schools  currently  in  use,  for  when  bicyclists  (and  motorists  with  bicycle-related 
infractions)  have  been  cited  for  moving  violations.  Such  sessions  will  be  scheduled  at  least 
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once  each  quarter.  The  Traffic  Court  should  consult  with  the  BAG  in  the  development  of  the 
Bicycle  Court  option;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  3g  states:  "There  should  be  an  overall  citywide 
policy  about  how  the  existing  CVC  and  TC  codes  will  be  implemented  so  police  have  the 
direction  and  support  they  seek  and  deserve;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  4  states:  "The  city  should  consider  a  form  of 
"negative  registration"  to  capture  names  and  other  pertinent  data  about  cyclists  who  are 
ticketed  by  SFPD  for  moving  or  equipment  violations  or  otherwise  involved  in  traffic  accidents 
where  the  cyclist  is  cited  at  fault.  The  cyclist  should  be  required  to  appear  at  a  "bicycle  court" 
where  proscribed  safety  education  would  be  required.  The  format  of  the  court,  including  a 
cycle  friendly  venue  such  as  a  ride-up  location,  and  an  educational  curriculum  should  be 
provided  through  collaboration  among  SFPD  bicycle  officers,  the  Bicycle  Coalition  and  other 
cycling  advocates.  Notices  to  Appear,  if  ignored,  should  be  pursued  through  SFPD  and  the 
courts;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  accordance  with  Penal  Code  Section  933.05(c),  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  respond,  within  90  days  of  receipt,  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  on  Finding  Nos.  1,  2a,  2b,  2c,  2d,  3a,  3b,  3c,  3d,  3e,  3f,  3g,  and  4,  as  well  as 
Recommendation  Nos.  1,  2a,  2b,  2c,  2d,  3a,  3b,  3c,  3d,  3f,  3g,  and  4,  contained  in  the  subject 
Civil  Grand  Jury  report;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  that  it  incorporates  and  adopts  as  its  own  the  response  of  the  Mayor  on

District,  to  Now  be  Known  as  the  Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District] 

Resolution  establishing  a  property-based  Business  Improvement  District  to  now  be 
known  as  the  "iWission  Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District,"  by:  (1)  renewing 
the  previously  established  2500  Block  of  Mission  Street  Business  Improvement  District 
for  a  period  of  five  years  and  six  months;  (2)  approving  the  management  district  plan

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994, 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36600  etseq.  (the  "1994  Act"),  as  augmented 
by  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  ("Article  15"),  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  350-10  on  August  3,  2010,  entitled  "Resolution 
of  Intention  to  renew  the  2500  Block  of  Mission  Street  Business  Improvement  District,  to  be 
known  as  the  Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District,  to  order  the  levy  and 
collection  of  a  multi-year  assessment,  and  setting  a  time  and  place  for  a  public  hearing 
thereon"  (BOS  File  No.  100967,  the  "Resolution  of  Intention");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Resolution  of  Intention  for  the  2500  Block  of  Mission  Street  Business 
Improvement  District  to  be  known  as  the  Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District 
(the  "Mission  Miracle  Mile  BID"  or  "District"),  among  other  things,  approved  the  Mission 
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Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District  Management  District  Plan  (the  "District 
Management  Plan")  and  the  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  the  form  of  the 
Assessment  Ballots  and  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing,  that  are  on  file  with  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  100967;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  caused  notice  of  a  public  hearing  concerning 
the  proposed  renewal  and  formation  of  the  Mission  Miracle  Mile  BID,  and  the  proposed  levy  of 
assessments  against  property  located  within  the  District  for  a  period  of  five  years,  for  fiscal 
years  2010-201 1  through  2014-2015;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  caused  ballots  to  be  mailed  to  the  record 
owner  of  each  parcel  proposed  to  be  assessed  within  the  District,  as  required  by  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  public  hearing  concerning  the  proposed  renewal  and  formation  of  the 
Mission  Miracle  Mile  BID  and  the  proposed  levy  of  assessments  within  such  District  was  held 
on  October  5,  2010,  2008,  at  3  p.m..  in  the  Board's  Legislative  Chambers,  located  on  the 
Second  Floor  of  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  Management  District  Plan  entitled  the  "Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business 
Improvement  District  Management  District  Plan"  containing  information  about  the  proposed 
district  and  assessments  required  by  Section  36622  of  the  Law,  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  detailed  engineer's  report  supporting  the  assessments  within  the 
proposed  district,  prepared  by  K.  Dennis  Klingelhofer,  California  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  No.  C50255,  NBS,  dated  July  16,  2010  entitled  "Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  hearing,  the  testimony  of  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  assessments  on  property  within  the  District, 
the  extent  of  the  District,  and  the  furnishing  of  specified  types  of  improvements,  services  and 
activities  within  the  District,  was  heard  and  considered,  and  a  full,  fair  and  complete  meeting 
and  hearing  was  held;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  heard  and  considered  all  objections  or  protests 
to  the  proposed  assessments  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Elections  tabulated  the 
assessment  ballots  submitted  and  not  withdrawn,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  assessments,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  determined  that  a  majority  of  the  ballots 
cast  (weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  the  property)  by  the 
owners  of  record  of  the  property  located  within  the  proposed  District  did  not  oppose 
establishing  the  proposed  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  establishment 
of  the  proposed  Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  property  within  the  District 
will  be  specially  benefited  by  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments,  and  no  assessment  has  been  imposed  on  any  parcel  which  exceeds  the 
reasonable  cost  of  the  proportional  special  benefit  conferred  on  that  parcel;  now  therefore  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 
Section  1.    FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a  majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XIIID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  formation  of  the  Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District.  All  objections  or 
protests  both  written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 
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Section  2.    ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  Act  and  Article  15,  a 
property-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the  "  Mission  Miracle  Mile 
Business  Improvement  District"  is  hereby  established,  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  and  six  (6) 
months. 

Section  3.     MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  PLAN  AND  DISTRICT  ASSESSMENT 
ENGINEER'S  REPORT.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the  Management  District  Plan  and 
District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  property- 
related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said 
costs  on  the  properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from  such  services,  activities  and 
improvements.  A  copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan  and  the  District  Assessment 
Engineer's  Report  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1Q0967 

Section  4.    DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT,  BOUNDARIES  MAP.  The  Board  hereby 
approves  the  boundaries  map  dated  showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  district,  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.    10Q967    and  incorporated 
herein  by  reference.  The  Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District  shall  include  all 
parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district,  including  all  parcels  on  both  sides  of  the  street 
unless  othen^/ise  noted. 

The  Mission  Miracle  Mile  BID  area  consists  of  the  2500  Block  of  Mission  Street,  both 
sides  of  the  street,  as  bounded  by  21  st  Street  and  22nd  Street.  There  are  approximately  20 
identified  parcels  within  the  exterior  boundaries.  The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District 
include  all  parcels  on  both  sides  of  the  street,  including  the  linear  street  footage  of  the  two 
corner  parcels  that  each  extend  around  the  corner  on  21st  Street,  and  the  linear  street 
footage  of  the  two  corner  parcels  that  each  extend  around  the  corner  on  22nd  Street. 
Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by  Assessor 
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Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to  determine 
which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Mission  Miracle  Mile  Business  Improvement  District. 

Section  5.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  6.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS. 

(a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to  pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the 
District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2010-201 1 ,  and  continuing  for  five  years,  ending  with 
fiscal  year  2014-2015,  For  purposes  of  levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District, 
a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each  July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 
Assessments  collected  may  be  expended  through  December  31 ,  2015,  in  order  to  complete 
the  planned  provision  of  services,  improvements  and  activities.  The  total  term  of  the  renewed 
District,  will  be  five  (5)  years  and  six  (6)  months. 

(b)  The  total  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for 
fiscal  year  2010-201 1  is  estimated  to  be  $85,002.  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be  levied 
and  collected  in  years  two  through  five  (fiscal  years  201 1-2012  through  2014-2015)  may  be 
increased  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland- 
San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is 
lower. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  2010-201 1 .  Each  year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments.  The  first  installment  shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the 
life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on  December  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  The 
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second  installment  shall  be  due  on  February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District, 
and  shall  become  delinquent  on  April  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment 
shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent  payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the  ad  valorem  property  tax.  Except  that,  for  fiscal 
year  2010-201 1  only,  the  City  will  send  a  separate  direct  bill  to  each  property  owner,  for 
payment  of  the  assessed  amount. 

Section  7.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  property-related  services, 
improvements  or  activities  for  the  District  include: 

•  Beautification,  Cleaning  and  Maintenance:  Litter  and  general  cleaning  of 
sidewalks,  gutters,  doorways,  and  public  right  of  way;  graffiti  abatement;  removal  of 
posters,  foreign  attachments  and  bulky  items;  sidewalk  weed  removal  and  tree  and 
plant  maintenance;  steam  cleaning/power  washing  of  all  sidewalks  every  week  and 
as  needed.  Beautification,  cleaning  and  maintenance  services  will  be  provided 
three  hours  per  day. 

•  Public  Safety:  Community  Ambassadors  with  cell  phones  to  support  police  and 
property  owners  in  crime  prevention  and  provide  street  population  with  social 
sen/ices  information,  three  hours  per  day.  Seven  surveillance  camera  operating 
24/7  to  record  street  activities. 

•  Greening:  Twenty  hanging  floral  baskets  with  new  flowers  every  six  months,  cared 
for  daily. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  will  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose  ■ 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution.  Assessments 
collected  may  be  expended  through  December  31 ,  2015,  in  order  to  complete  the  planned 
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provision  of  services,  improvements  and  activities. 

Section  8.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  Ttie  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
witli  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  fortli 
in  Section  7.  Any  sucli  entity  sliali  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  sen/ices  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  7  of 
this  Resolution.  Any  such  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract 
shall  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income 
and  cash  flows  for  each  fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a 
Certified  Public  Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a  statement  of  negative  assurance 
from  the  CPA.  In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  or  the  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  may  in  their  discretion  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no 
expense  to  the  City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all 
such  funds.  The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part 
of  the  general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
reserve  full  rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the 
District. 

Section  9.    AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  1994  Act  and  Article  15. 

Section  10.  RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  11.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
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Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected.  Except  that,  for  fiscal  year  2010-201 1  only,  the  City  will  send  a  separate  direct  bill 
to  each  property  owner,  for  payment  of  the  assessed  amount. 

Section  12.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a  significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District. 

Section  13.  ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et 
seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
101250        and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  Emergency  Management  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  the  State  of  California  Office  of  Administrative  Hearings  to  provide 
administrative  law  judges  to  serve  as  hearing  officers  on  administrative  appeals  from 
certification  actions  by  the  San  Francisco  Emergency  Medical  Services  Agency. 


WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  adopted  revised  regulations  for  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians  (EMTs)  effective  July  1,  2010,  called  the  "EMT  2010";  and 

WHEREAS,  County  Emergency  Medical  Services  Agencies  (EMSAs)  are  charged  with 
certifying  EMTs,  and  must  offer  administrative  appeals  related  to  certification  actions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  EMT  2010,  EMSAs  are  legally  required  to  use  Administrative 
Law  Judges  (ALJs)  from  the  State  of  California  Office  of  Administrative  Hearings  (OAH)  as  the 
hearing  officer  for  administrative  appeals;  and 

WHEREAS,  EMSAs  must  contract  with  OAH  to  obtain  those  ALJ  services,  and  the 
OAH  requires  parties  contracting  for  ALJ  services  to  use  its  form  agreement  without 
modification.  Accordingly,  the  proposed  agreement  with  OAH  does  not  include  many  of  the 
standard  contract  provisions  required  under  San  Francisco  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  OAH  form  agreement  does  not  set  any  term  and  the  San  Francisco 
EMSA  requests  authorization  for  a  term  of  20  years,  to  facilitate  access  to  legally-required 
ALJ  services  for  administrative  appeals;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  form  agreement  allows  either  party  to  terminate  the  agreement  with 
60  days  advance  written  notice;  and  GOVERNMENT 
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WHEREAS,  A  copy  of  the  OAH  agreement,  along  with  a  letter  from  OAH  describing  its 

services,  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  ^^^^^^  

which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  EMSA  is  a  division  of  the  Department  of  Emergency

WHEREAS,  The  Bonneville  International  Corporation  Bonneville  owns  property  (the 
"Bonneville  Property")  that  is  bordered  by  Bayview  Hill,  an  undeveloped  natural  area 
comprised  of  approximately  44  acres  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City's  Recreation  and 
Park  Department;  and  \ 

WHEREAS,  Bayview  Hill  was  acquired  by  the  City  in  piecemeal  fashion  over  the  past 
century.  The  City  has  owned  one  portion  of  Bayview  Hill  since  1915  (the  "1.915  Parcel")  and 
acquired  another  portion  of  Bayview  Hill  in  1997  (the  "Donnelly  Parcel").  Even  before  the  City 
owned  the  Donnelly  Parcel,  it  had  an  easement  over  an  unimproved  road  on  the  Donnelly 
Parcel  that  connected  Key  Avenue  to  the  1915  Parcel  (the  "Temporary  Road").  Under  the 
1963  document  granting  the  City  its  easement  over  the  Temporary  Road  (the  "Original  City 
Easement"),  the  Original  City  Easement  was  to  automatically  terminate  if  the  City  extended 
Key  Avenue  over  adjacent  City  property  (the  "Proposed  Key  Avenue  Extension");  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  time  the  City  acquired  the  Donnelly  Parcel,  the  Bonneville  Property 
was  improved  with  radio  transmission  equipment  and  was  not  served  by  a  public  street.  The 
then-owner  of  the  Bonneville  Property  used  the  Temporary  Road  for  access;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonneville  Property  is  still  not  served  by  a  public  street  and  Bonneville 
also  accesses  the  Bonneville  Property  over  the  Temporary  Road;  and 

WHEREAS,  Bonneville  believes  it  has  an  easement  to  use  the  Temporary  Road  (the 
"Original  Bonneville  Easement")  under  a  1983  document  between  the  previous  owners  of  the 
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Bonneville  Property  and  the  Donnelly  Parcel.  Under  that  document,  the  Original  Bonneville 
Easement  was  to  automatically  terminate  if  the  Original  City  Easement  terminated  or  if 
alternative  access  was  created  between  the  Bonneville  Property  and  a  public  street;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  Proposed  Key  Avenue  Extension  was  never  constructed,  the 
Original  City  Easement  automatically  terminated  by  operation  of  law  when  City  acquired  the 
entire  Donnelly  Parcel.  The  City  believes  the  Original  Bonneville  Easement  automatically 
terminated  at  the  same  time,  since  it  was  to  terminate  when  the  Original  City  Easement 
terminated,  but  Bonneville  believes  the  Original  Bonneville  Easement  still  exists  under  certain 
equitable  legal  principles;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  established  California  case  law,  the  principles  cited  by  Bonneville 
cannot  be  asserted  by  private  parties  against  governmental  entities.  However,  the  City 
acknowledges  that  there  is  a  possibility  that  a  judge  could  decide  to  waive  established  law  to 
allow  Bonneville  to  assert  those  claims  if  the  matter  were  to  be  litigated  because,  in  part, 
Bonneville  would  otherwise  have  no  ready  access  to  the  Bonneville  Property  to  maintain  its 
radio  transmission  equipment;  and 

WHEREAS,  When  Bayview  Land  Company  transferred  the  1915  Property  to  the  City,  it 
was  conditioned  on  the  City  using  the  majority  of  the  1915  Property  as  a  public  park  and 
certain  portions  of  the  1915  Property  (possibly  including  the  1915  Roadway)  as  public  streets 
(the  "Proposed  Streets").  Bayview  Land  Company  inserted  these  conditions  in  anticipation 
that  adjacent  property  would  be  eventually  developed  as  housing.  Those  housing  plans  did 
not  come  to  fruition,  and  the  City  never  converted  the  Proposed  Streets  into  public  streets.

WHEREAS,  If  City  does  not  enter  into  this  settlement  agreement,  Bonneville's  only 
option  would  be  to  sue  the  City.  Even  if  Bonneville  did  not  sue  the  City,  Bonneville's  potential 
claims  under  the  Original  Bonneville  Easement  and  to  the  Proposed  Streets  currently  cloud 
the  City's  ownership  interest  in  Bayview  Hill,  which  could  only  be  cleared  by  the  City  filing  a 
lawsuit  against  Bonneville;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  litigate  this  case,  the  City  would  incur  significant  sun/ey  and 
other  costs  with  no  certainty  of  success;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  proposed  settlement  agreement,  Bonneville  will  release  all

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (Board  of  Supervisors)  of  the  City  and 

County  of  San  Francisco  (City),  State  of  California  that: 

WHEREAS.  Under  Government  Code  Section  53395  et  seq.  (IFD  Law),  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  authorized  to  establish  an  infrastructure  financing  district  and  to  act  as  the 
legislative  body  for  an  infrastructure  financing  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  the  date  hereof,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  entitled  "Resolution  of 
Intention  to  establish  infrastructure  Financing  District  No.  1  (Rincon  Hill  Area)  to  finance  the 
construction  and/or  acquisition  of  capital  improvements  in  the  Rincon  Hill  area;  to  call  a  public 
hearing  on  the  formation  of  the  district  and  to  provide  public  notice  thereof;  and  other  matters 
related  thereto"  (Resolution  of  Intention),  this  Board  of  Supervisors  declared  its  intention  to 
conduct  proceedings  to  establish  the  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Infrastructure 
Financing  District  No.  1  (Rincon  Hill  Area)"  (IFD);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  IFD  Law  requires  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  after  adopting  the 
Resolution  of  Intention,  to  designate  and  direct  an  appropriate  official  to  prepare  an 
infrastructure  plan;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  as  follows: 
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Section  1 .     The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  or 
the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare,  or 
cause  to  be  prepared,  a  report  in  writing  (the  "Infrastructure  Financing  Plan"),  which  is 
consistent  with  the  general  plan  of  the  City  and  includes  all  of  the  following; 

(a)  A  map  and  legal  description  of  the  proposed  IFD. 

(b)  A  description  of  the  public  facilities  required  to  serve  the  development  proposed 
in  the  area  of  the  IFD  including  those  to  be  provided  by  the  private  sector,  those  to  be 
provided  by  governmental  entities  without  assistance  under  the  IFD  Law,  those  public 
Improvements  and  facilities  to  be  financed  with  assistance  from  the  proposed  IFD  (the 
"Facilities"),  and  those  to  be  provided  jointly.  The  description  shall  include  the  proposed 
location,  timing,  and  costs  of  the  public  improvements  and  facilities. 

(c)  A  finding  that  the  Facilities  are  of  communitywide  significance  and  provide 
significant  benefits  to  an  area  larger  than  the  area  of  the  IFD. 

(d)  A  financing  section,  which  shall  contain  all  of  the  following  information: 

(1 )  A  specification  of  the  maximum  portion  of  the  incremental  tax  revenue  of  the 
City  and  of  each  affected  taxing  entity  proposed  to  be  committed  to  the  IFD  for  each  year 
during  which  the  IFD  will  receive  incremental  tax  revenue;  provided  however  such  portion  of 
incremental  tax  revenue  need  not  be  the  same  for  all  affected  taxing  entities,  and  such 
portion  may  change  over  time. 

(2)  A  projection  of  the  amount  of  tax  revenues  expected  to  be  received  by  the  IFD  in 
each  year  duhng  which  the  IFD  will  receive  tax  revenues,  including  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  tax  revenues  attributable  to  each  affected  taxing  entity  for  each  year. 

(3)  A  plan  for  financing  the  Facilities,  including  a  detailed  description  of  any 
intention  to  incur  debt. 
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(4)  A  limit  on  the  total  number  of  dollars  of  taxes  that  may  be  allocated  to  the  IFD 
pursuant  to  the  plan. 

(5)  A  date  on  which  the  IFD  will  cease  to  exist,  by  which  time  all  tax  allocation  to  the 
IFD  will  end.  The  date  shall  not  be  more  than  30  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  ordinance 
forming  the  IFD  is  adopted. 

(6)  An  analysis  of  the  costs  to  the  City  of  providing  facilities  and  services  to  the  area 
of  the  IFD  while  the  area  is  being  developed  and  after  the  area  is  developed.  The  plan  shall 
also  include  an  analysis  of  the  tax,  fee,  charge,  and  other  revenues  expected  to  be  received 
by  the  City  as  a  result  of  expected  development  in  the  area  of  the  IFD. 

(7)  An  analysis  of  the  "projected  fiscal  impact  of  the  IFD  and  the  associated 
development  upon  each  affected  taxing  entity. 

Section  2.     The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  or 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  send  the  infrastructure  Financing  Plan  to  (i)  the  Planning 
Commission  of  the  City,  (ii)  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  (iii)  each  owner  of  land  within  the 
proposed  IFD  and  (iv)  each  affected  taxing  entity.  The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  or  the  Director  of  the  Public  Finance  shall  also  send  to  the  owners  of 
land  within  the  proposed  IFD  and  the  affected  taxing  entities  any  report  required  by  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (Division  13  (commencing  with  Section  21000)  of  the 
Public  Resources  Code)  that  pertains  to  the  proposed  Facilities  or  the  proposed  development 
project  for  which  the  Facilities  are  needed. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  make  the  Infrastructure  Financing  Plan 
available  for  public  inspection. 

Section  3.     The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  or 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  consult  with  each  affected  taxing  entity,  and,  at  the 
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request  of  any  affected  taxing  entity,  shall  meet  with  representatives  of  the  affected  taxing 
entity. 

Section  4.     The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  all  other  officers  and 
agents  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  take  all  actions  necessary  or 
advisable  to  give  effect  to  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Resolution.

DESCRIPTION  OF  FACILITIES  TO  BE  FINANCED  BY  THE  IFD 

San  Francisco  Planning  Code  Section  318.1  contains  tables  listing  most  of  the  public 
facilities  included  in  the  Rincon  Hill  Area  Plan  to  be  fully  or  partially  financed  by  the  IFD. 
Below  is  a  more  explanatory  list  of  the  proposed  public  improvements: 

1 .  Living  Street  Open  Space  -  Major  streetscape  improvements,  including  substantial 
sidewalk  widening  and  extensive  landscaping,  on  Spear,  Main,  and  Beale  Streets,  from 
Folsom  to  the  Embarcadero. 

2.  Pedestrian  Safety  and  Streetscape  Improvements  -  General  streetscape 
improvements,  including  sidewalk  widening,  landscaping,  street  lighting,  bulb-outs,  pedestrian 
signals,  crosswalks,  and  sidewalk  furnishings,  on  Fremont  and  First  Streets  (south  of  Folsom 
Street)  and  on  Harrison  Street  between  Essex  and  Embarcadero. 

3.  Traffic  Calming  to  Residential  Alleys  -  Decorative  paving,  landscaping,  raised 
crosswalks,  and  other  measures  on  Guy  and  Lansing  Streets. 

4.  Rincon  Hill  Park  -  Acquisition  and  development  of  public  park  at  Fremont/Harrison 
on  Caltrans  site. 

5.  Essex  Hillside  Park  -  Landscaping,  terracing,  and  improvements  to  the  public 
property  and  public  stairway  on  the  east  side  of  Essex  Street. 

6.  Guy  Place  Park  -  The  Rincon  Hill  Plan  also  identified  acquisition  and  development 
of  a  public  "pocket  park"  at  a  vacant  lot  on  Guy  Place.  As  a  result  of  this  policy  a  new  park 
site  and  project  was  added  to  the  Rincon  Hill  Plan's  public  improvement  list  but  not  specifically 
identified  in  the  Planning  Code.

Resolution  of  Intention  to  establish  Infrastructure  Financing  District  No.  1  (Rincon  Hill 
Area)  to  finance  the  construction  and/or  acquisition  of  capital  improvements  in  the 
Rincon  Hill  area;  to  schedule  a  public  hearing  on  January  25,  2011  at  3:00  p.m.  on  the 
formation  of  the  district  and  to  provide  public  notice  thereof  and  other  matters  related 
thereto. 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (Board  of  Supervisors)  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (City),  State  of  California  that: 

WHEREAS,  Under  Government  Code  Section  53395  et  seq.  (IFD  Law),  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  authorized  to  establish  an  infrastructure  financing  district  and  to  act  as  the 
legislative  body  for  an  infrastructure  financing  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  wishes  to  establish  an  infrastructure  financing 
district  to  finance  certain  public  facilities;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  This  Board  of  Supervisors  proposes  to  conduct  proceedings  to  establish 
an  infrastructure  financing  district  pursuant  to  the  IFD  Law. 

Section  2.     The  name  proposed  for  the  infrastructure  financing  district  is  "City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  Infrastructure  Financing  District  No.  1  (Rincon  Hill  Area)"  (IFD). 

Section  3.     The  proposed  boundaries  of  the  IFD  are  as  shown  on  the  map  of  the  IFD 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  boundaries  are  hereby  preliminarily 
approved  and  to  which  map  reference  is  hereby  made  for  further  particulars.  The  territory 
proposed  to  be  included  in  the  IFD  does  not  include  any  portion  of  a  redevelopment  project 
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area  which  is  or  has  been  previously  created  pursuant  to  Part  1  (commencing  with  Section 
33000)  of  Division  24  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code. 

Section  4.     The  type  of  public  facilities  proposed  to  be  financed  by  the  IFD  and 
pursuant  to  the  IFD  Law  shall  consist  of  those  listed  as  facilities  on  Exhibit  A  hereto  and 
hereby  incorporated  herein  (Facilities).  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  each  of  the 
following:  that  the  Facilities  (i)  are  of  communitywide  significance,  (ii)  will  provide  significant 
benefits  to  an  area  larger  than  the  area  of  the  IFD,  (iii)  are  in  addition  to  those  provided  in  the 
territory  of  the  IFD  before  the  IFD  was  created,  (iv)  will  not  supplant  facilities  already  available 
within  the  proposed  boundaries  of  the  IFD,  and  (v)  will  supplement  existing  facilities  as 
needed  to  serve  new  developments.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the 
Controller  or  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Office  of  Employment  and  Workforce  Development 
and  any  designee  of  such  official  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  City  an  agreement  with  any 
property  owner  in  the  proposed  IFD  to  acquire  one  or  more  Facilities. 

Section  5.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  that,  pursuant  to  the  IFD  Law, 
the  City  will  use  incremental  property  tax  revenue  from  the  City  but  none  of  the  other  affected 
taxing  entities  within  the  IFD  to  finance  the  Facilities.  The  incremental  property  tax  financing 
will  be  described  in  an  infrastructure  financing  plan  (Infrastructure  Financing  Plan)  to  be 
prepared  for  this  Board  of  Supervisors  under  the  IFD  Law. 

Section  6.     On  Tuesday,  January  25,  201 1  at  3:00  p.m.  or  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter,  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Chambers,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  City  Hall, 
San  Francisco,  California,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appointed  and  fixed  as  the  time  and 
place  when  and  where  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  legislative  body  for  the  IFD,  will  conduct 
a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  establishment  of  the  IFD. 

Section  7.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  mail  a  copy  of 
this  Resolution  to  each  owner  of  land  (as  defined  in  the  IFD  Law)  within  the  IFD  and  to  each

WHEREAS,  Rutgers  University  freshman  Tyler  Clement!  committed  suicide  by  jumping 
off  the  George  Washington  Bridge  after  two  classmates  invaded  his  privacy  and  streamed 
Tyler's  intimate  encounter  with  another  man  online;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tyler  Clementi  is  one  of  several  suicides  in  recent  weeks  by  young  gay 
teenagers  across  the  U.S.  that  have  been  harassed  by  classmates  both  in  person  and  online; 

WHEREAS,  The  Massachusetts  2006  Youth  Risk  Survey  found  that  lesbian,  gay, 
bisexual,  transgender  and  questioning  (LGBTQ)  youth  were  up  to  four  times  more  likely  to 
attempt  suicide  than  their  heterosexual  peers;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  2009  San  Francisco  State  University  study  entitled  "Family  Rejection  as 
a  Predictor  of  Negative  Health  Outcomes"  shows  that  youth  who  were  rejected  by  their 
families  for  being  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual  and  transgender  (LGBT)  were  8.4  times  more  likely  to 
report  having  attempted  suicide;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  recent  University  of  Washington  study  found  that  students  that  identified 
as  heterosexual,  but  also  reported  being  attracted  to  people  of  the  same  sex,  were  three 
times  as  likely  as  heterosexual  students  to  have  made  a  plan  to  commit  suicide  in  the  past

WHEREAS,  California  is  experiencing  a  public  health  crisis  due  to  poor  air  quality,  with 
over  90%  of  Californians  living  in  areas  that  exceed  federal  health-based  ozone  standards;

practical  walking,  biking  and  mass  transit  options;  and  further  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  San  Francisco  urges  the  State  of  California  and  the 
California  Air  Resources  Board  to  continue  its  national  and  international  leadership  role  in 
promoting  clean  vehicle  technologies  by  moving  forward  quickly  to  develop  and  adopt 
expanded  Low  Emission  Vehicle  (LEV  III)  standards  to  reduce  criteria  air  pollutants  and 
greenhouse  gases  and  to  strengthen  the  state's  zero  emission  vehicle  program  to  protect  the 
health  of  California's  economy,  environment  and  its  people.
